We came to an Anchor about 7 Leagues to 


the Northweſt of Cape Tiburoon, and althoi 
we were cloſe by Golden Iſland, yet neither 
our Pilate, nor any perſon elſe knew the 
Land, till the Indians inform'd us.

St. Andrew where I was 
had Captain Andreas on board, who was af-

lord: They were ſome hours: aboard before 
we could make them underitand us, altho a 
Jew (who was our Linguift) endeavorr'd it. 


with his Spaniſh, Portneneſe, French and Dytch 


till oncethey were got drank with, our Punch 
and 
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d then-Captairt Andreas J 
with his' Lieutenant ſpoke it as faſt-and much} J- 
better than our Jew. Having got their load } 
they. were not able to go aſhore that night 
and next day we weigh'd and came into the 'J 
Bay within Golden 1ffand, which 1s ,about 4 } 
or 5 Miles wide-and deep. And having ſound- 
ed. with our Boats along the ſhore, .we fotmd : 
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2:Lagoon on' the South-Eafs fide of this Bay, 


which runs up within the: Land about two 
Miles ahd.a half ; this appearing to.be a good 
Harbour for'us, we went 1nto it and: Chriſt- ' 
ened! it, by the:name- of- Caledonza Harbour. 
The mouth or entry of this Harbour is alarge 
Mile over, and ſo ſteep too on both fides that 
a-Ship may go ſo near-as to throw a'Bisket- 
cake aſhore. - One fide of the Harbour: to- 


wards the Sea is a vaſt Mountain and. Penin- 


ſula, being. joyn'd to. the'Main at the bottom 
of the Harbour, by a-neck.of low Land, a- 


. bout :3 or 400. Paces.,over.-. The extream 


point of this Peninſula, which/ makes: one 


fide of the Harbours month, isa low'and flat 
. piece of Sandy ground, containing'about 30 


Acres, and: divided from the” Peninſula by 
another neck of 180 Paces:over from Sea to 
Sea. | This was pitch'd uporr as the ſtrongeſt 
SanGuary incaſe of attacks, as likewife for 
the: convenience of a battery towards the 
Harbours: mouth : We Chriften'd this picce 
of ground: by the name New Edinburgh,” and 
the- Platform of i6 Guns which. we made 

| there . 
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F* there was call'd Fort St. Andrew: The neck 

3 of Land was cut through to let the Sea en- 
4 compaſs the New City and Fort, and part it 
3 from the Peninſula, and within the Treneh a 
1 breaſt-work with a Parapet was rais'd, and a - 
half-baſtion ateach end. On the other fide 
of the Trench the Trees were telF'd, and the 
ground clear'd for a Muſquet-ſhot round, to 
give us a' fair proſpe& of the Sparrard, in 
caſe of an attack. This piece of ground was 
| the Scorch Collony: as for the Peninſula it 
= ff, it might have been fortify'd with ſome 
\ Jabour and pains, but not thinking it conve- 
| nient to part ſo few men to defend theſe 
4 two Poſts, it was refolv'd by the Council to 
{ ſtick cloſe by this and fortify it to the beſt ad- 
vantage. As for the oppoſite point on the 
Main, which makes the other fide of the entry 
Into the Harbour, it is a high ridge of a Moun- 
tain which with a ſharp of edg'd end butts into 
the Sea, and ſo croſly- contriv'd that it would 
puzzle all the Inginiers in rope to plant a Gur 
on it that could do any Sagvice. So that at 
beſt, this Harbour is only a ſhelter from bad 
weather, the Platform call'd Fort St. Andrew 
being of little uſe to defend it; the Ships in- 
deed by bringing a Spring on their Cables, and 
their Broadfides to bear towards the mouth of 
the Harbour, might ſerve for {o advantagious 
a Battery, as one Ship within the Harbour 
might be as good as two that came in to attack 
them, the nature of which ſtrength may ealily 
be comprehended by any Seafaring men. -

was made very welcom, ſtaid 2 or 3 days, and 
told us that we were not ſafe in Captain Az- 
dreas's Ground by reaſon he was a Spaniſh Cap- 
vie ery Spaniard in his heart, andal- 
though he ſeem'd to be well enough ſatisfy d 
with our landing in his Ground, yet he was 
not to be truſted but came purely with adefign 
toſpy us. Captain Andreas abſenting Himſelf 
ſo long from the Collony added to the ſame 
ſuſpicion, and our Senatours being reſolv'd to 
know more of it, 3 of their number went on a 
Viſit to his Plantation, and naving enter'd his 
Wiewam (or Cage-like houſe) he at ſtill on 
his Seat without ſaying one word to them, or 
ſeeming to know that he ever had feen them 
before, although he was made heartily drank 
atboth the times he was on board.

- riv'd at Ambroſio $ little River or Brook we lan- 


ded, and were Piloted by his Son Captain 
Pedro to the Plantation , which is about a

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' 4 Heague fromithe Sea, and is fo cunning and obſcure, 
$ thar without a Guide it is impoſſible for any man to 
find the way to it. We croſt one River eleven times, 
wading always up to the middle, and I believe we

roclamations muſt needs think ' his Majeſty was 
oblig'd in Honour and Juſtice to order, if he was 
of opinion that the Scots had” broken'the Alliance 
betwixt him and Spain. Let any reaſonable man 
conſider what Anguiſh and Perplexity. theſe Con-

Men to Famaica, or any of the Engliſh Plantations, 
where they might have '(ubſiſted till rhe arrival 
of a Convoy from Scotland ; and fo with thoſe Pro- - 
viſions that were ſufficient to carry them as far as 
New-York, and a great deal further if they had not 
been retarded by Tempeſts, might have maintain'd 
a competent number of their PEN to keep polleſſioan 
of the Colony ti!l Supplies #ad arriv'd : but the 
Proclamations aifabled them from taking this Me- 
thod, and by conſequence are chargeable with the 
ruin of the Colony. 

In the next place, it is undeniable that thoſe Pro- 
clamations muſt needs have incouraged the Spani- 
ards and other Enemies in their Oppoſition againſt 
our Colony, and animated them to go on with their 
Preparations ro drive us ont. So that had they de-, 
ſerted upon no other account but, the noiſe of the 
great Preparations making agiinft them: by the 
Spaniards at Carthagena, Porto- F llo, &c. as Sir W/il- 
liam Beeſton ſeem'd to infinuate in his Letter ; it. 
makes the. Proclamations directly chargeable with. 
the Ruin of the Colony, ſince they had good rea- 
ſon to remove from thence when their own Prince 
had forbid all Commerce with them, and whea 
their. Enemies were making formidable Preparz- 
tions againſt them. 

_ It is likewiſe plain that thoſe Proclamations muſt 
neceſſarily prevent their having any Supplies from

We are not to ſuppoſe that his Majeſty 
would give an Anſwer to an Addreſs of this Impor- 
tance without Counſel : If he conſulted wich:our 
Dutch or Engliſh Oppoſers, it was the ſame as if 
he had conſulted our profeſſed Enemies ; if he con- 
ſulted with Scots-men, and was advis'd to this An- 
ſwer by any of them, they are Traitors to their 
Country, and have betray'd its Soveraignty : for 
they ought to have advis'd him to anſwer, that as 
King of Scots he was not to give an account to the 
Engliſh for any thing tranſaQed in that Kingdom ; 
but if they found themſelves any ways aggriev'd, 
or thought their Trade endanger'd by the Scots Act, 
he ſhould be willing to have the matter debated 
and adjuſted by Commiſſioners of both Nations, 
as became the Common Father of both. This 
could not juſtly have been look'd upon by the Eng- 


liſh as a refractory or ſtubborn Anſwer, but muſt 


have been imputed to his braveneſs of Temper, 


and fidelity to his Truſt, But at once to give up 


the Soveraignty of Scotland, without demurring 
upon - it, argues that his Majeſty was advis'd 
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to this Anſwer by” Eneniiesto*the' Scotz/h Nation. | 
. - Our Parliaments have originally a greater Power 
than that of wn oo ; for what the States of Scot-. 
land offer'd to the tonch of the'Scepter, their Kings 
had no power to refuſe ; or if they did, the Re- 
ſolves of the States had the, force. of a Law not- 
withſtanding. - Thus our Reformation was' eſtab- 

- liſhed in 1560. by an A& of the States; and tho 
__ our Queen Mary then in France, ' and her Husband 
the Dauphin, afterwards Francis I. refus'd to give 
their Conſent, it remain'd a firm Law; which 
'"Q. Mary, when ſhe return'd to Scotland, was fo far 
from offering to diſpenſe with, tho ſhe was a great 
Aſſerter of her Prerogative, that ſhe was oblig'd 
to: intreat of the States ſo far to diſpenſe with it 
themſelves, as to ſuffer her to have Maſs in her own 
Family. We might go farther back to the Reign 
of Robert II. who was check*d by the States for 
making a Truce with the Engliſh without their Con- 
ſent, it not being then in the power of our Kings 
either to make Peace or War without the States. 
But -the Truth of that Maxim laid down by our 
Hiſtorian, That the ſupreme Power of the Govern- 
ment of Scotland 15 in the States, is ſo obvious to 
every one that reads our Hiſtory, that it cannot 
be denied ;: and hence it is that our old Aqts of | 
Parliament are often calPd the As of the States, 
and ſay, The three States enatF, &c. for by our O- 
riginal Conſtitution the: King is none of the States, 
but only Dux +belli, and 4imifter publicus ; which 
was well underſtood by our Viceroy the E. of 1or- 
ton, and the other Deputies from the States of Scot- 
land, when they acquainted Q. Ekzabeth in their 
Memorial, . That the Scots created their Kings on that 
condition, that they might, when they ſaw cauſe, di- 
veſt them of that Power which they. receiv?d from the 
People, which we have now. reaſſerted in makiog 
our 
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the laſt Revolution.: and perhaps that's none of the 
leaſt Cauſes why our Ruin is now endeavour'd by 
the Abettors.of a growing Prerogative. | 
It were eaſy for us toenlarge on this, and to ſhew 
from our Hiſtories and Acts of Parliaments, that 
our Kings, according to our antient Conſtitution 
las thoſe-Rapes committed on our Liberties in 
ome of the laſt Reigns can never overturn) were 
inferior to their Parliaments, who inthron'd and 
dethron'd them as they ſaw cauſe, - made them ac- 


. countable for their Adminiſtration, allow'd them 


no power of proroguing them without their own 
conſent, nor of -hindering their 'meeting when 
the ardua Regni negotia requir'd it. They could 
not make Peaceor War without them, nor fo much 
as diſpoſe of their Caſtles, but by their Conſent. 
Their Councils were choſen and ſworn in Parlia- 
ment, and puniſhable by the States : Nor had they 
any Revenue, but what their Parliaments allow®d 
them. Theſe and many more were the native Li- 
berties of the People of Scotland, as may be ſeen in 
our Hiſtories, the AQs of all the Fames's, the Pro- 
teſtation of the States of Scotland in 1638. and 
their Repreſentation of .their Proceedings againſt 
the Miſtakes in the King's Declaretion in 1640. 


' And therefore his Majeſty had no reaſon: to ſay 


he was ill ſerv'd by the paſſing of an AQ offer'd by 
the States of Scotland. 
' The Ignorance of thoſe things have often occa- 
ſfron?d our being miſrepreſented by the Engliſh Ai- 
ſtorians, and other Writers, as Rebels, and what 
not, when we really a&ed according to our own 
fundamental Laws. © And not only they, but even 
our own Princes ſince the Union of the Crowns, 
have either been kept ignorant of oor Canſtitu-. 


. tion, or To incensd againſt it by the Abettors of

than he formerly had in our Parliaments. This in 
effe& is the Repreſentative of the Nation as Chri- 
ſtians, as the Parliaments are our Repreſentatives 
as Men; and as 'to the Laity, .many. of them are 
the ſame individual Perſons that ſit in Parliament.

folly and diſhoneſty ; his Folly in arguing againſt 
the Intereſt of England, which he pretends to 
eſpouſez and his-Diſhoneſty in propoſing our fol- . 
lowing a Trade, which his new Maſters ( who 
have paid him ſo well for his falſe Evidence ) look 
. upon to be deſtruaivre to. theirs. - 

That it was not: our Intereſt immediately to 
think of, an Eaſt-1ndia Trade is evident from this, - 
that it would have exported our Mony with which 
it's known we do not abound, and ruin'd the Linen 
ManifaQure of our Country, upon which ſo ma- 
ny of our Poor depend, This we think the Gity 
of London may be ſenſible of in a good meaſure, by 
the multitudes of their own Silk-Weavers, that 
are ſtarv'd for want of Imployment; and alſo 
by the _unſucceſsfulneſs of their own Linen. Manu- 
faQure in England, by reaſon of the great quantity 
of Silks, Muſlins, Calicoes., @c. . brought from the 
Eaft-Indies : from whence ſome wiſe Men have been 
and are ſtill of opinion, that an Eaſt-India Trade 
of that ſort tends to the general Impoveriſhment 
of Europe, tho it may enrich particular Perſons. 
Theſe Galderations, together with ſome Jealou= 
ſies that Mr. Douglas might have been put upon 
making us. that Propoſal, on purpoſe to divert 
- us from our other Deſign of an American Trade, 
were the true Reaſons of our not hearkening to 
Mr. Douglas's Advice. This our Neighbours might 
have known, had they proceeded with us 1n fuch 
a Friendly manner as we had reaſon. to oy 
when we were fo kind as to offer them a ſhare - 
G | _m 


in the Benefits of our A&. And the Government, 
2 the ſame thite might ſoon have been fatisfied, 
that the ſinking of their Cuftoms by our own and 
twenty years Freedom from that Duty, was a meer 
bugbear' Pretence. It is evident that we could not 
have fpent mnch Eaſt-India Goods in Scotland, and 
therefore muſt have exported them. If we had 
brought them to England, they were lHable to 
Cuſtoms there. If we had offer'd to run them 
over the Border, they conld as well have pre- 
vented that, as the ſtealing over their own Corn 
and Wool: and if we had exported them, to any 
other places of Europe, the Enghi/t by their Draw- 
Backs could have done it in effect as cheap as we. 
By all which it appears, that there was no ſolid 
Foundation, for any of thoſe pretended Reaſons, 
why the Government in particular, or the Zgli/h 
in general, ſhould have opposd us: and we wiſh 
that upon due inquiry it may not be found to be 


the effet of Dutch Councils; for that Peo-. 


ple being jealous of their Trade, and Rivals to 
England on that account, cannot be ſappog'd to 
have fat Rill and done nothing, when they ſaw 
we had obtain'd fuch an Ac, and were reſolv'd 


to take in the Engliſh to partake in our Trade, 


which if ſuffer'd to go on, might endanger 
_ theirs, and enable the Engliſh to ontrival them 


indeed, beſides the preſent loſs they foreſaw 


of our Cuſtom, the S:ots having moſt of - their 
Eaſt-India Goods from Holland. 

This we have the more reaſon to ſuſpeR, firſt 
becauſe tho the .Zng1;/hþ have formerly ſuffered in 
their Trade by the Incroachments and Intrigues 
of the Dutch, but never by the Scots; yet they 
- have made ne Application to' his Majeſty, for 


preventing the like in time to come. If it be ſaid 
is.

in our Seas continued, which they know to be of 
ſuch vaſt Advantage to ' them, that they are 
1 fkrewdly ſuſpected of having by Bribes, or other 
| indire& Methods, prevail'd with ſome great Men, 
to ſupplant us as to the Benefits we had juſt rea- 
ſon to expe from the At of 1661. incouraging 
our Fiſhery ; the Privileges granted by which, are 
very conſiderable, and to continue for ever: nay 
to put it out of all doubt that they are join'd 
in this matter againſt us, H——s owns it as 
beforemention'd. | 
Being upon this. Subjet, we cannot but take 
notice of the difference betwixt the Spaniſh Me- 
Smorials about Darien, and of thoſe late Memori- 
als preſented by them to our Court againſt their 
meddling with che Succeſſion of that Monarchy, 
vr the cantoning it out into ſeveral Parcels in caſe 
ne King of Spain die without Iſſne. The for- 
ner,-tho infolent and huffing enough, were pro- 
pvrd by our Court, therefore calmly digeſted ;

Judg, whether the King of England had not leſs 
reaſon to ſay that he was 111 ſerv'd in Scotland, than 
the King of Scots had to ſay that he was 11] ſerv'd in 
' England, ſince one ſingle Addreſs from the Parlia- 
ment of Expland prevaild with their King to

thron'd, and in her ſtead ſet up her Son : ſo that 
It is not the principle or practice of any one Party

&« Majeſty*s Diſpleaſure, and ſuffering the ſevereſt 
<«<- puniſhment. Given under my Hand and Seal 
« of Arms, the gth of April 1699. and in the 
« 11th year of the Reign of Will;am the 3d, King 
« of England, Scotland, France and Ireland, and 
« Lord of Jamaica, Defender of the Faith. 


It contains a heavy Charge againſt the Scots 
Company as having ſettled in Darien without in- 
forming his Majeſty, and having thereby broke 
the Peace betwixt his Majefty and his Allies. As to 
their not iritorming his Majeſty with their Deſign, | 
there was neither any need of it, nor had they 
reaſon to do it : that there was no need of it, is 
plain enough from the AQ of Parliament impower- 
ing them to ſettle any where itt A/za, Africa, or 
America, upon places not inhabited, or any other 
place, with conſent of the Natives, and not poſ- 
ſeſs'd by any European'Potentate, Prince or State : 

_ So that they were under no Obligation to acquaint 
him where they deſign'd to ſettle, provided they 
kept to the Terms of the AF. And that they 
had no cauſe ſo to do, is evident from that un- _ 
reaſonable oppoſition that a Faction of Court had 
prevailed with him to make to them all along, 

- which gave them juſt cauſe to expett the like treat- 
ment in time to come. 1 > IN 

Then as to the Breach of the Peace betwixt his 
Majeſty and his Allies by the Settlement, they had 
no reaſon to think themſelves guilty of any. ſuch 
thing, and ſo much the leſs, that Dampier, Wafer, and 
all others that wrote of the Country gave an Ac- 

| count 


count of the 2 4 in poſſeſſion of their 

Liberty, and almoſt in continual Wars with the 
Spaniards. Beſides, it was a ruP'd Caſe in England, 
ſince Capt, Sharp was by Law acquitted in King 
Charles. II's time, not only for . having marched 
through Darien in a Hoſtile manner, but for at- 
tacquing Places that were really in poſſeſſion of the 
Spaniards, as St. Maria and Panama, becauſe he ated 
by virtue of a Commillion from thoſe Darien Princes. 
This, together with their not finding a Spaniard . 
or Spaniſh Gariſon on all that part of the Iſthmus, 
was enough to juſtify the fairneſs of the Scots 
Settlement there, and to have put a ſtop to this 
haſty Sentence till both fides had been heard. 

But inſtead of that, the Adviſers to this Procla- 
mation take upon them, in a very Magiſterial 
manner, todeclare the Scots guilty of a Breach of 
the Peace betwixt his Majeſty and his Allies: which 
is ſo much the more remarkable, that this Procla- 
mation is publiſh'd in the We2ft-Indies, before ever 
it was known what the Scots could ſay in their * 
own defence ; and ſent away before the preſenting 
of the Spaniſh Memorial, which was on the third 
of May 1699. and the Proclamation bears date April 
oth 1699. 

The unfairneſs of this Proclamation is evident 
from this, that at the very ſame time it is pub- 
liſh'd in the Weſt-Indies, the Lord Preſident of 
_ the Seſſions, and his Majeſty's Advocate for the 


*#** Kingdom of Scotland, were ſent for from hence to 


ſee what they could ſay to juſtify their Pretenſions 
to Darien; which they did by ſuch Arguments as 
have not yet been anſwer'd. | 

We leav & Then to the impartial Thoughts 
of the —_ People of England, whether we have 
not occaſion to ſay that our King is in the Hand 
of our Enemies, ſince we are thus condemn'd with-

That we were ſo treated in former Reigns, we. 
had no great cauſe to wonder, when the Court 
was engaged ina Conſpiracy againſt our Religion 
and Liberties, And our Nation being inferior to 
none in their Zeal for both, it was but natural to 
think that we ſhould be the firſt Sacrifice : But to. 
be treated thus by a Prince who hath ventur'd his 
Life to ſave us from Popery.and Slavery ; a Prince 
who for Courage in War, and Condud in Peace, 
is not to. be match'd in Story ; a Prince who is. 
under God the Great Champion of our Religion, 
and the bold Aſſerter of Europe's Liberty ; a Prince 
whoſe Family we revere, and whoſe Perſon we a- 
dore; a Prince for whom we have ſo chearfully 
ventur?d our Lives, and loſt ſo much of the beſt 
Blood in our Veins ; to be fo treated by ſuch a 
Prince hath ſome thing cutting beyond expreſlion, 
and proves that our Diſaſters are no way. to be re- 
medied, but either by a total Separation, or a: 
cloſer Union of: the two Kingdoms. , . 

_ We cannot be ſo unjuſt to his Majeſty's Charac- 
ter as to think a Prince of. his Magnanimity.could 
be guilty of ſo mean a thing as willingly to ſub- 
je& the, Crown of his Antient Kingdom which he 
received free, to that of another. We. cannot 
once ſuffer it to enter into our thoughts, that he. 
who dares to, ont-braye Death. in the Field afhow- 
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nd times a day, ſhould a& ſo unworthy a part as 
firſt to condemn, and then to-try us. Theſe: and 
all other things of that ſort we muſt needs charge. 
to the account of our Enemies about him, who 
miſrepreſent us, and therefore ſurpriſe his Majeſty 
into any thing he does againſt us. 
As to that: poſitive Sentence of our having acted 
contrary to the Peace betwixt his Majeſty and his 
Allies, we have all the Reaſon in the World to 
| complain of it. Is our Kingdom then become ſo 
mean and contemptible, that what is tranſacted 
according to the As of our Parliaments, and Pa- 
tents of our Kings, 1s liable to be annull'd, or de- 
clared illegal, by any Perſon that has the hap to be 
made an Engliſh Secretary of State, Governor of 
one of their American Plantations, or a Member 
of their Conncil of Trade? If it be fo, his Ma-. 
jeſty's Dignity, as King of Scots, is well defended in 
| the mean time; when it is liable thus to be tram- 
pled upon by his own Servants as King of England. 
'This does indeed verify what has been ſaid, that. 
our Kings ſince the Union leave their Anti- 
ent Kingdom to the diſpoſal of their Ser- 
vants: but whether this be agreeable to the Cn- ' 
ronation,Oaths of our Kings, let them determine 
that are concern'd to enquire ; and perhaps it may 
be. worth the conſideration- of our Neighbours, 
whether ſince we have been govern'd by Servants, 
they have not for the moſt part been ſubje& to Mini- 
ons, and that'the one does naturally pave the way 
for the other.

Hued by his Majeſty's Authority,. and that there- 
fore our Sentence proceeds from his Bars, -

Had Oliver, and 
the other Regicides, bethought themſelves of this, 
it had been more for the Honour of England, and 
would have taken off a great deal of the odium 
that is charg'd upon them for cutting off King 
Charles, had they ſearchd for ſomething Criminal 
in.his Condudt toward the Engliſh Nation as King 
of Scots, and condemned him for that.

Thar there were 
more ill Men in the Colony than H- s is probable e- 
nough: and particularly that Pennicock was brib'd to raiſe 
Divifions'in rhe Colony, -and pur'all in diſorder by his In- 
folence': which falling in with 'rhe Proclamations rhar 
were concerted for- our Deſtruction, gave a handle to o- 
cher ill Men to fomenr rhe Diviſions, ' and ' complear the 
Ruin of 'the Colony- by a total Deſerrion. we, 
.- His Infinuation; P:! 1'54, Thar rwo Jamaica Sloops with 
Proviſions 'terurn'd 'from the Colony without 'breaking 
bulk, - becauſe ' rhere' was neither Money nor Marker 
Goods there deſerves. berter Eviderice than his own be- 
fore it obtain Credir. 'We' have indeed heard of one Veſ- 
ſet with Proviſions, '-which inſiſted on ſuch extravagant 
Rares, * thar the-Colony-would not incourage them ro do 
the like in time to come ;5 and therefore would nor deal 
with them: "hoping thar their own' Convoy might ſpeedily 
tome 'up ;. bur this was before'they knew any rhing of rhe 
Ploclamarion,' which'cur off all their furure hopes, ev'ri 
from Scotland. We have alſo Letters from. New Tork, that 
the Government: of thar Place ſcem'd ro jnrend them no 
ood 35 of which their deſiring our Ships to 'come and 
Anchor under the Guns of the Caſtle, : is a Clear Proof ; 
and the reaſon of this unkind Trearmenr is alſo* explain'd 
i6 us; viz. Thar they ſuſpected our/Men'had a defign ro 
recurn buck zas toon as they yor Provilicns. | Ny we 
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have had advice, thar their Goid Duſt was actually refus'd 
at Famaica, becauſe of rhe Proclamarions which we have . 
reaſon enough ro believe : fince we cannot think thar the 
Irhabirantrs there would be willing ro incurr rhe heighr of 
His Majeſty's Diſpleaſure ro oblige rhe Scors. Thar our 
Men had Gold Duft from the Narives for Powder, Shor, 
and ſpeckled Shifts : the Libeller owns himſelf, P. 149, 
and there he brags of it, that he brought off more him- 
ſelf ar. 3/. 10s. per Qunce, (how he came by it, is worth 
the inquiry) than moſt of rhe Councellors rhar are come 
home fince ; and by Letters from Nzw 777k, we have 
heard there was Money amongſt them : By all which 'tis 
evident, Thar wanr of Money or Goods was nor the ſole 
Cauſe of their being denied Proviſions from rhe Engliſh 
Planraricns.-' His. Infinuation, that the French and Durch 
Iſlands would have ſupplied us if we had had Money or 
Goods, 1s ridiculous ; when rhe Governmenr of bortrrhoſe 
Nations had fo expreſly dcclared rhemſelves againſt us. 

His Allegarion in that ſame Page, - that His Majeſty 
knew nothing of rhe Colonies Serrlement ar Darien, bur 
what he had ar {ccond hand, Ec. rill the Spaniſh Ambaſſa- 
| dur told him from his Waſter, is ſo notoriouſly falſe, rhar 
none bur a Perſon of his Forehead could have advanced ir, 
when the World knows thar rhe Proclamarion againſt us 
was publiſh'd in the /eſt-Indies in April, and the Spaniſh 
Memorial was nor deliver'd till May following. We fould 
indeed be very glad to find that His Majeſty knew no- 
thing of thoſe Proclamations ; and that his Name wasmade 
uſe of without his Conſent; as ſome ſay his Grandfarhers 
was in the Iriſh Maſſacre : for-then we might reaſonably 
expect ſpeedy Juſtice upon thoſe bold Offenders, who 
dar ro publiſh tuch Proclamations in His Majeſty's Name, 
wherein we are condemned ; as having invaded the Spa- 
nith Do-minions before ever it was heard whar we could 
fay for our {:lves, or withour giving us any norice of rhoſe 
Proclamaticns, tnar we might have taken care to have pre- 
{erv'd our Men from being ftarv'd to death by them : By 
which rhey have made our Prince to act more like our de- 
clared Enemy, than one that we bad conſtantly lov'd and 
fever'd as Farher of his Country : and thar which is yer 
mere cutting ; they ſtill preyail ro miſlead him, ſo as he 
continues his unnarural Oppofirion to us : For beſides the 
Proclamations formerly mentioned, another kas been fince 
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publih'd againft us in Barbadoes, dared Sept. 15,. which is 
1o much the more unaccountable ;z conſidering the Memo- 
rial given in by our Preſident and Advocare, juſtifying our 
Prerenfions which the Spaniards have never yer offered x0 

piwer. By means of this Proclamarion, the Sr. Andrew 
was dcnied Relief when ſhe fel} in with Admirel Bembo, 
'who .rcld her, rho they ſhould all ftarve he could allow 
them-none, and the like anſwer they had from rhe Gover- 
nor of: Zamaica, rho they offcr'd Goods in . Exchange; rhe 
like Opp-»firion is alſo conrinued againſt us at heme; forrho 
the Company have addreſ(s'd His Majeſty, yer 'tis without 
effect. After a full Repreſentation of rheir Loſes, they did 
wiely and durifully defire the.Parliament mighr meer, rhat 
being the propcrz{t way ro have the ſinking Honour of the 
Company inpporred ; bur His Majeſty inſtead of granr- 
ing their rcaſcnable deſires, was prevail 'd upon by rhoſe 
who are Encmies to our Country, to prorogue it further 
at the yery-time when they knew the Addreſs was coming 
up, and all the Anſwer rhoughr fir to give them, is, That 


Hu Majeſty # ſorry for the loſs of hu Ancient Kingdom and of 


the Company, that they ſhall have the ſame liberty to trade to 
the Weſt-Indies as formerly ; and that he will call the Par- 
liament when he thinks the good of the Nation requires it, 
or to that effect. Ir may eafily be judged, that this An- 
{wer could be no way ſatisfactory rorhe ED in ſucha 
Juncture: nor are we ro wonder, if inſtead of cheering their 
Spirits, ir ſtruck them dumb,and filld rhem wich Amaze- 
ment. We wiſh-thart th ofe who adviſe His Majeſty to ſuch 
a Conduct rowards the People of Scoeland, who have ne- 
' ver been backward in teſtifying rheir Loyalty and Aﬀecti- 
on to his Perſon and Government ; would conſider that. 
this is a downright Violation - of our Conſtitution. Ir's 
certain thar none are ſo proper to give his Majeſty advice, 
when a Parliament 1s neceſſary as our own Nobility Gen-
